The Merchants Association held | 
a very important meeting last night 
and transacted a great deal of im- 
portant business.

Speaking of the pldn to bring 
the Kaiser to trial and probable 
punishment, Senator Borah said: 
‘‘We are more_interested in clear- 
ing up the situation brought on 
by the Germanic powers than we 
are in dealing with individuals.’’ 
We believe the Senator expresses 
the views of a majority of Am- 


ericans. Do not try to do it all 
at one time. Settle the terms of 
peace, sign the peace treaties— 


this to include the plan for the 
League of Nations. 

Americans are becoming impa- 
tient over the situation in Paris. 
Matters seem to have settled 
down to long arguments between 
the president of this country and 
the chiefg of Italy, France and 
Great! Britain. Indemnity, the 
League of Nations, the trial of 
the Kaiser and the Balkan situa- 
tion should not come up before 
the peace treaty is signed. Jet 
one thing be done at a time. 

Newspapers are filled with dis- 
eussions fof the desire of the 
Peace Conference delegate to 
bring the former Kaiser to trial, 
and that stricken man intimates 
that he will commit suicide be- 
fore he will face a legal tribunal. 
American Senators express the 
view that Wilhelm would prevent 
a lot of trouble if he would carry 
out his threat; while others do 
not. wish-him to kill himself, hop- 
ing for an ‘object lesson—the 
sight of the Kaiser on the scaf- 
fold. And so it goes. The case 
of the ex-Kaiser can be taken up 
when more important matters are 
acted upon.
